MARY  FREY  our  first  introduction  is  a beautiful  lavender-pink,  with  a 
ruby  blotch  on  the  lower  petal;  resembles  a cattleya  orchid  in  color  and  as 
beautiful. 

Flowers  are  of  large  size,  perfectly  placed  on  a long  straight  spike,  6 to  9 
open  at  once.  Blooms  extra  early,  vigorous  grower  and  very  prolific. 

The  cut  on  inside  of  cover  gives  but  a faint  idea  of  the  beauty  of  this 
variety.
